Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement filed in March 1, 2002 was considered except for 
the cited references # 7 and #14 because said references were only the glossary of a book without 
further information to be considered.

4. Claims 1-29 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-53 of U.S. Patent No. 6,346,813. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both 
have the same scope of the invention by disclosing the same following features: a method of 
analyzing fluid in a downhole environment comprising extracting the fluid to be examined from 
the earth formation into a flow channel within the tool and monitoring an indication of 
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contamination in the fluid from the earth formation and analyzing the fluid in the flow channel 
for their properties. 



disclosure. The additional prior art cited at the PTO 892 discloses NMR logging tools that extract 
fluid from the earth formation to examine the fluid sample of the wellbore formation inside a 
vessel or fluid channel of the tool.
